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The Fiorida Baby Beef Banquet.

During the past ten years I have attend- 
ed many gatherings held in Florida for the 
purpose of advancing the improved live 
stock industry, but I can not recall a single 
instance that will quite measure up in many 
respects to the Baby Beef Banquet tendered 
by J. J. Logan, leading Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder of Florida and owner of King’s Road 
Stock Farm near Jacksonville, which took 
place at the Mason Hotel in Jacksonville the 
20th of last month. 

Mr. Logan’s guests included several Flori- 
da live stock breeders, city, county and state 
public officials, bankers, business and pre 
fessional men, and the occasion was the win- 
ning by his Angus steer, King’s Road Mike 
2d, of the grand championship over all 
breeds at the recent Florida state fair. 

The Florida Baby Beef Banquet is an an- 
nual event, there being an unwritten under- 
standing that the owner of the grand cham- 
pion steer at tne fair just preceding will 
stage the event, getting together a bunch of 
state builders from all walks of life to dis- 
cuss the live stock industry of Florida while 
they are enjoying a choice roast from the 
unfortunate grand champion. 

Invariably some good thought comes out 
at the Baby Beef Banquet, but, best of all, 
the bond of understanding and fellowship 
is renewed and strengthened between the 
stockmen from the country and the business 
men from town, which makes it a notable 
event. 

J. J. Logan is one of Florida’s greatest 
hosts. He understands how to bring the best 
men of the community together to study a 
constructive subject and he is a master of 
the art of spreading informality about and 
thereby making his program fully as inter- 
esting and attractive as his menu. 

After a regular dinner, which included a 
great portion of this baby beef, bred and 
raised on King’s Road Stock Farm in Flori- 
da and simply delicious, together with Flori- 
da yams, Florida spuds and many other ac- 
cessories, Mr. Logan cordially welcomed his 
guests and briefly told them the purpose of 
the occasion, following which he introduced 
the grand old man of Florida’s live stock in- 
dustry, Mr. S. H. Gaitskill, breeder of Short- 
horn cattle and Duroc hogs, at McIntosh, 
Florida. 

No man in the state is able to give more 
or better sound advice on the subject of live 
stock raising in Florida than S. H. Gaitskill. 
It was nearly twenty years ago that he first 
began breeding and raising pure bred hogs 
and beef cattle on his big farm at McIntosh 
in Marion county, Florida. He told Mr. Lo- 
gan’s guests that at the start he suffered 
heavy losses from the cattle tick and hadn’t 
the slightest knowledge as to how to com- 
bat the pest, very little being known con- 
cerning it by the bureau of animal industry 
at that time. He called attention to the 
unfortunate plight of Florida cattlemen to- 
day owing to the failure of the last Florida 
legislature to do its duty by passing a state- 
wide tick eradication law, which has result- 
ed in quarantine forbidding the shipment of 
cattle from Florida to any other part of 
the Union. 

In the absence of any great area of im- 
proved permanent pastures in the state, 
Mr. Gaitskill thought that Florida cattle 
breeders should earn good profits by pro- 
ducing calves and sell to outside stockers 
and breeders, but admitted that this is, of 
course, out of the question so long as Flori- 
da is hemmed in by quarantines. He landed 
a solar plexus or two on the Jacksonville 
ot the past, relative to the failure of the city 
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to give proper attention and cooperation to 
agricultural Florida. He eased this criticism 
to the banquet guests by telling them that 
he was glad to note that a wiser and broad- 
er policy along this line had been adopted 
by Jacksonville and that he expected bene- 
ficial results to follow. 

Dr. B. K. Hanafourde, general manager 
of the Florida State Fair and Exposition, 
gave the gathering a few sidelights on the 
relation ot the fair to the live stock indus- 
try of Florida. He also called attention to 
the need for a winter exhibition of Florida 
products at Jacksonville and pointed out its 
great advertising value because of the thou- 
sands of tourists passing through the city 
during each winter season who would un- 
doubtedly be greatly impressed by such a 
showing. 

H. P. Adair, president of the Jacksonville 
Chamber of Commerce, went into more or 
less detail in regard to the subject that al- 
ways interests Floridans—the removal of 
the state capital from Tallahassee. We don’t 
know how Mr. Adair connected his subject 
with live stock, but if it was because the 
fight against a good live stock sanitary law 
was vigorously led, at the last session of 
the state legisiature, by a Leon county rep- 
resentative who is a citizen of Tallahassee, 
he was certainly not out of order. The im- 
proved live stock interests of Florida have 
not forgotten who opposed in the path of 
progress the live stock sanitary bill and who 
were indifferent to its passage. Mr. Adair 
said that the Jacksonville Chamber of Com- 
merce will give its hearty support to tick 
eradication, and we believe it will. We are 
only sorry that it did not see the wisdom 
of so doing when the legislature was in ses- 
sion. 

W. M. Gist, breeder and feeder par ex- 
cellence of Big Type Polands that made the 
name of Florida famous on the southern 
show circuit last fall, where he caused other 
A-1 Poland China breeders to go home talk- 
ing to themselves, made one of his charac- 
teristic talks that was heartily appreciated 
by the gathering. Mr. Gist stated that he 
and Mr. S. H. Gaitskill came to Florida to- 
gether from Maryland a good many years 
ago and that upon arrival they were strong- 
ly tempted to turn back, but that it would 
now be a very difficult matter to induce him 
to leave the state and take up his residence 
elsewhere. He called attention to the need 
of harmony and closer cooperation between 
Jacksonville and the farmers of Florida, 
stating that it was his belief that the results 
would be mutually beneficial. 

L. M. Rhodes, the efficient state market- 
ing -commissioner of Florida, was the next 
speaker called upon by Mr. Logan. Mr. 
Rhodes called attention tto the fact that 
the farmers of the country had sold their 
products at a loss of about five billions of 
dollars during the past year and that for 
this reason we were suffering a business de- 
pression. He reminded the men of Jackson- 
ville that there are about enough cattle in 
Duval county to provide Jacksonville with 
beef for a period of three months and ap- 
pealed for more cooperation from the city 
in behalf of the farmer. 

W. L. Watson, county agent for Duval 
county, followed Commissioner Rhodes, urg- 
ing more interest in the development of Du- 
val county farm lands on the part of Jack- 
sonville citizens, setting forth many reasons 
why such an effort would be highly bene- 
ficial in the development of a greater Jack- 
senville. 

Commissioner of Agriculture W. A. Mc- 
Rae, of Tallahassee, also appealed for more 
interest in the agricultural development of 
Florida on the part of the people in the cities 
and towns of the state and promised far 
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more remarkable development 
ever known provided the weer, Ww

A number on the printed program which 
attracted considerable attention was “Why 
I Didn’t Sign the Tick Eradication Bil]” by 
Governor Carry A. Hardee. Governor Har- 
dee was not present at the banquet so | 
am unable to pass his answer to this query 
on to readers of the Farmer and Stockman. 
Different speakers throughout the evening 
dwelt upon the subject of tick eradication in 
Florida and, from the attention this matter 
received, it was clear that Jacksonville has a 
better understanding of the meaning of tick 
eradication than it ever had before and 
that the next big movement along this line 
will come pretty near having the undivided 
support of the business people of the city. 
This gathering was just another indication 
ot the growing strength of the movement 
to eliminate the cattle tick in Florida and 
fence up the ranges. Selfishness and dirty 
politics killed the effort at the last session 
of the legislature, but public interest and 
clean politics will win for it next time. 

In closing I wish to say that the state of 
Florida is to be congratulated upon the pos- 
session of a citizen of the calibre of J. J. 
Logan. I have recounted his achievements 
along live stock lines in previous issues of 
the Farmer and Stockman and they are now 
so well known that they do not need re- 
peating. Few men in Florida would have 
undertaken and successfully put over the 
ccnstructive work he has done in the ad- 
vancement of the beef cattle industry of 
Florida. King’s Road Stork Farm is un- 
questionably Jacksonville’s and Duval coun- 
ty’s greatest asset because it proves clearly 
the possibilities in the line of improved beef 
cattle production sufficient to convince the 
most skeptical. This farm is on one of the 
main roads leading into Jacksonville and 
Florida that is traversed annually by thou- 
sands of motor tourists from all parts of 
the United States. One of the main line 
railroads from the north passes the farm, 
affording hundreds of daily visitors concrete 
evidence that good beef cattle are being pro- 
dudced in Florida. Doesn’t it strike the

Buys a Son of Faultless Pass. 
Salisbury, N. C., Feb. 22, 1922. 


Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

Breeders of Scotch cattle surely are suf- 
ficiently familiar with Scottish poetry to 
recall how, when Robert Burns finally made 
his sadly-belated marriage with Jeanie Ar- 
mour, “the belle of Mauchline,” he burst 
into song and wrote the lyric beginning:

So, after having been for four years “bull- 
less,” as the auctioneers say, “I hae a bull 
0’ my ain, noo, an’ he’s a braw coo.” 

I have just now very little business with, 
or for, a bull. But the farm has always 
seemed a little lonely since we started with 
our little Aberdeen-Angus herd; we haven’t 
had a mouthful of real first-class beef since 
we ate our last grade steer three ‘years ago; 
it sometimes is difficult and inconvenient 
to get the milch cows settled, and what is 
a more serious matter, contagious abortion 
is all over the county in the dairy herds. It 
was introduced through the mistaken whole- 
sale importation of high-priced but diseased 
cattle of one of the leading dairy breeds. 
My negro helper has two cows and I dare 
not take any risk of my own unusually good 
milch cows getting this terrible scourge. 
Besides, I needed something to play with. 

Breeders on a big scale, to whom a bull 
calf means simply one more mouth to feed, 
one more nuisance, considering that all the 
buyers seem to want is heifers and some of 
the 1919 bull calf crop on hand yet, not to 
speak of most of 1920 and all of 1921, have 
been known to get desperate and steer the 
blood-thirsty crew except the herd bulls and 
one Blackcap calf. This is a hint for them 
-" study the psychology of the bull calf 

uyer. 

One of my chief joys for several years has 
been to go occasionally with my friend E. 
H. Harrison, out to his Pilot Stock Farm 
and see the wonders he is working with hig 
Aberdeen-Angus herd through the use of 
Gay Eric 3d and his get, and also, more 
lately, to feast my eyes on Great Eric of 
Aberlour, his marvelous imported bull.

But feed is scarce in the Carolinas 
this winter and our pasture needs to be en- 
larged so not till fall will I have to decide 
the much-vexed question whether to breed 
good Heatherblooms or bum Blackbirds. As 
for Westertown Roses and the like, good- 
night. Meanwhile there is the fun of teach- 
ing the calf to lead, of admiring his great 
depth and thickness and his mossy coat, of 
wondering if I can get him up to a ton in 
breeding condition and how close to the 
ground he will get.

THE BETTER BULLS CONTEST 
IS ON IN KANSAS. 


The Kansas City Chamber of Commerce is awake to the pos- 
sibilities of the better sires movement and for that reason this body 
has interested itself in the program to be carried out in the state 
of Kansas. The Kansas Industrialist published at the State Agricul- 
tural College at Manhattan, has this to say of the movement: 

“Better bulls contest offers $2,000 in cash. Kansas City Cham- 
ber of Commerce puts up funds for winners among Farm Bureay 
counties. 

“Two thousand dollars in prizes is offered in a “Better Bulls” 
contest which will be conducted this year by the chamber of com- 
merce of Kansas City, Mo., and the Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege. The Kansas City chamber of commerce will give a cash prize 
of $1,000 to the county farm bureau or to the breeders’ association 
which has the greatest number of scrub sires replaced by pure breds 
between March 15, 1922, and January 15, 1923. Second, third, and 
fourth prizes are $500, $300, and $200, respectively. 

“This contest is a continuation of the better sires campaign 
carried on last year by the Kansas State Agricultural college ex- 
tension division through which more than 400 pure bred bulls were 
placed at the head of herds in 18 Kansas counties. The campaign 
this year will be left more to the county agents and farm bureaus, 
with the cash prizes as an incentive. 

“W. T. Crandall, extension specialist in dairy husbandry, has 
been made project leader for the contest. He will assist county 
agents and secretaries of breeders’ associations in conducting it and 
will receive the monthly reports which they are required to make. 
A meeting of county agents, breeders, and others interested in the 
contest is being arranged for one day during Farm and Home week. 

“George W. Catts, agricultural commissioner of the Kansas 
City chamber of commerce, met with several of the agricultural col- 
lege faculty and completed plans for the contest.”

With the arrival of 26 Aberdeen-Angus 
calves, boys and girls in Washington coun- 
ty who are members of the baby beef club 
have started their careers as beef cattle 
producers. The animals were purchased 
for eight cents a pound through the co-op- 
eration of local bankers and commission 
men. With the assistance of County Agent 
R. M. Heath and the junior agricultural 
club department of the college of agricul- 
ture, the youngsters will feed and develop 
their calves until this fall when they will be 
sent to a live stock show at Louisville, to 
compete with those raised by club members 
from other counties of the state. 


Farm boys and girls of McCreary county 
are showing an increased interest in junior 
agricultural club work, according to a re- 
port of W. B. Woodward, county agent. 
More than 150 were recently enrolled in 
one month to take up some farm or home 
project for the coming year. 


Prospects of raising and developing a 
beef calf of their own has attracted 35 
Warren county farm boys who are now 
members of a baby beef club organized 
in that county by County Agent W. H. 
Regers and the college of agriculture. The 
youngsters will take their animals to a 
show to be held in Louisville this fall, 
where they will compete with junior beef 
producers from other counties of the state.

We are in receipt of an interesting let- 
ter from H. J. Childress, county agent, Mar- 
ion County, (Ky.) with reference to the bull 
campaign conducted in that county and 
which is now entirely rid of all scrub bulls 
due to the efforts of Mr. Childress and pub- 
lic spirited breeders, such as C. R. Harmon 
& Sons, John A. Wathen and W. B. Beaven, 
who have been willing and satisfied to sell 
their neighbor farmers breeding bulls at at- 
tractive prices. Mr. Harmon sold at public 
auction last April eight yearling bulls and 
one two-year-old that averaged about $82.

the Breed Incites Emulation 
Today. 

Spread of the Breed. 


It is evident that the early fame of Buchan as the 
of an original Polled breed has served to revive 
7 it of local pride in the fact, and to encourage 
ie cere to re-adopt the Polled sort as com- 
ya of the ancient race which did not ob- 
im so much support in those early days as it de- 
served; and even the memory of which would now be 
forgotten but for the fame that the modern Polled 
breed acquired, thus helping actually to resurrect 
memories and reminiscences of the old Buchan hum- 
lie. The fact of the existence of that animal in Bu- 
chan has become symbolic, and we hear of it now 
on every occasion where the “Aberdeen” is spoken 
of or finds its way, those so speaking, forgetting that 
the modern “Aberdeen” was something more than the 
Buchan humlie, and that that animal is now obtain- 
ing credit that it was very much stripped of in the 
days gone by. But we can hail the Buchan humlie 
wherever its name may be carried and by whomso- 
ever it may be heralded. In the Banffshire Journal 
of Nov. 16, 1920, is an article quoted from the ‘‘Sun- 
day Times Farmers’ Supplement,”’ published at Johan- 
nesburg, South Africa, in which Mr. J. E. Davenport 


The Historic Fame of 


writes : 

“Qne very pleasant day was spent in the Buchan 
District of Aberdeenshire, one of the cradles of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed. Here the production of beef 
was one of the main industries on the farms, and 
one very noticeable feature of the journey was the 
very large percentage of black cattle to be seen in 
the fields as we passed along by train or motor. This 
is par excellence, the district from which the ‘‘Prime 
Scots” which regularly top the London meat markets 
are drawn, and the prevailing breed is Aberdeen-An- 
gus.” } 

And also: ‘‘Aberdeen may be considered as the 
center of pedigree cattle-breeding in Scotland, as far 
as the beef breeds are concerned, and at the Highland 
Show the Aberdeen-Angus were magnificently rep- 
resented both in regard to numbers and quality.” 

In its issue of November 9th, the Banffshire Jour- 
nal had an article on “‘The Aberdeen-Angus Year,” 
in which it quotes an American writer, who said: 

“There can be no doubt that this high-dressing, 
early maturing breed had a tremendous influence on 
the other beef breeds in the matter of baby-beef pro- 
duction which set in later, while conversely the ec- 
onomie conditions of the United States, with its 
great wealth of fattening foods and its world mar- 
kets, helped this black race of bovines to fame in a 
greater degree than probably any other breed. It 
was analogous to taking sced of a naturally prolific 
and high-yielding quality from the not too hospitable 
climate of the North and planting it in the sunny 
tick lands of the South. As every stockman knows 
the experiment was an unqualified success.” 


Dealing with the sales of the year, the reviewer 
remarked: “Aberdeen, too, was one of the bright- 
est sales of the breed (February 5-6, 1920) ever seen, 
and a new record of value was set up; it was indeed 
the best sale ever held at this important sellin 
center, the headquarters and home of the breed.” 

That price, £3150, was got for our friend Ski!ly- 
marno’s Black Idol, whose dam was Black Ida of 
Dalmeny and sire the Auchorachan Eureka of Advie. 
Another high price, obtained privately, and not at 
auction was the 6000 guineas Mr. James White of 
Hayston obtained from an American (United States) 


breeder, 


But these prices were put in the shade by the £10,(00 
obtained at auction by Mr. L. R. Kershaw, Muskogee, 
Oklahoma, for Plowman, by the International grand 
champion, Kloman, and out of Pride 12th, by the 
International grand champion, Black Woodlawn. 
Plowman is not actually, as he has been described, 
a member of the Pride (of Aberdeen) family, though 
deep in that blood through his sires, but of a family 
tracing to Drumin, and thence to Portlethen Drumin 
Lucy. 

These prices show the increasing estimate being 
put on the really essential product of the sire—the 
germplasm; and germplasm is set on the highway 
for still greater appreciation. But the sum of ten 
thousand pounds for a specimen of the breed for 
samples of which Mr. MeCombie was wont to pay 
the highest prices so as to have them in his posses- 
sion, which only reached the tens, and not the 
hundreds and thousands, seem like a fairy tale. To 
get for one animal a sum well on to the entire sum 
realized by William of Tillyfour in fifty years of 
breeding, for animals sold at public auction, seems 
incredible, while at the same time illustrating the 
debt the modern breeder owes to the veteran, the pio- 
neer, who made his exit from the scene without ever 
even getting a glimpse of the promised land; and 
whose highest price for an animal of his breeding sold 
at any of his sales during his life was £105, that be- 
ing exceeded at his dispersion sale in 1880, when the 
writer paid 275 guineas for Pride of Aberdeen 9th, 
the highest price up to that time. The terms of Mr. 
McCombie’s will was that I should have the privilege 
of taking over half the herd as it stood at his death 
at valuation. But as it was represented to me by 
the trustees that the other half would suffer more in 
in proportion at public sale than they would if the 
whole were put through the ring. I resigned my 
“right” for £300, I investing that in the animal 
named. 

It staggers one to contemplate these prices when 
compared with those of the long past. But if the 
great saviour of the breed was not to see the fabu- 
lous sums payed for specimens of the breed he had 
championed against great odds for a life-time, his 
work lives on and the breeders today have a legacy 
that is of permanent and of increasing value. 

The Laird of Skillymarno. 

“Our lives need the relief of these back-grounds,” 
someone has written recently, and history is not only 
a memory, but a reminder that “the story of the past 
is for the guidance of the future.’”” What the writer 
means by “Background” is very well shown in that 
dinner, or “gathering of Aberdeen-Angus breeders’”’ 
which took place in the Grand Hotel, Aberdeen, on 
Monday night, October 19th, to do honour to a breed- 
er, now alas! the late Mr. Charles Penny, Skillymar- 
no, and at which also a deserved testimonial to the ef- 
ficiency of Mr. Jas.

Then Mr. Penny in his reply said: ‘I can re- 
member as a boy my uncle bringing home from the 
Aberdeen joint sale a bull which impressed me great- 
ly, and filled my boyish fancy with the dream that 
some day I might be in a position to own a herd of 
the native cattle of my native district. The oppor- 
tunity came in 1905 when I came home from abroad, 
and I then began to bring together at Skillymarno— 
in the heart of the old Buchan territory—-where a 
predecessor of mine was breeding Aberdeen-Angus 
eattle, just half a century ago, and from which he 
sent forward entries for the second volume of the

cuse, for none who know the great name it has made 
for itself, and the reputation it enjoys in regard to 
beefing propensities the world over, could fail to love 
the ‘hummlies’.” (Banffshire Journal, Oct. 19, 1920). 

The “laird of Skillymarno’—I see him so described, 
so pardon me if I am in error—had his hobbies, of 
which the humlies seemed to be the first in his heart. 
“He is a bachelor of many hobbies,’”’ indeed, writes 
the editor of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal, of the U. 
S. A. (Nov. 15, 1920). “His rose garden, where 
practically every rose of the world seems to be bloom- 
ing at its best, is the talk of Seotland. However his 
black herd is as dear to his heart as anything . .” 
and he goes on to describe his visit to ‘Skilly’—I 
presume Mr. Penny’s place has been so honoured by 
receiving the egregious contraction—itself and tells 
of a wonderful Skillymarno tea-party, where repre- 
sentatives from three continents happened to meet, 
and ‘‘as the party gathered in the Skillymarno dining 
room for a cup of tea (afternoon tea, ’a la British 
style), that July morning, the charming picture of 
Scottish hospitality as seen in Mrs. Penny’s pouring 
tea for her son’s guests from three continents, will 
always be rememberd. We had just come in from 
the wet fields, passing through the edge of the rose 
garden, beneath an archway covered with flowers and 
flanked with flower boxes blossomed into striking 
hues. It was Scottish country life at its best, and 
the Pennys gave the intimate touch to the scene by 
their presence and conversation.” 

Such are some of the surroundings and associations 
with things that constitute what we understand as 
background. At Skillymarno it seems to be roses; 
at Tillyfour it seemed to be elms and pasture—and 
later platoons of cornstacks. 

In pursuance of one hobby of our own, the tracing 
the meanings of names, we find, on consulting Will- 
iam Arthur’s ‘Etymological Dictionary of Family 
and Christian Names,”’ 1857, that the name ‘‘Penny” 
is just the good old “‘Ben’”’ and ‘‘Pen,”’ meaning moun- 
tain, and that, as Arthur (the same family as that 
of President Arthur) writes, it “has the same mean- 
ing as the English pinnacle’’; and therefore, if there’s 
anything in a name, we hope its bearer, this son of 
Buchan, may be able to prove it in bearing off many 
a rosette from the premium gardens of Scotland and 
England. Alas! that hope was not to be fulfilled— 
sudden death intervened. 

The ‘‘predecessor’”” to whom Mr. Penny refered was 
Alexander Ferguson, whose entries appear on pp. 55 
and 1(3 of Vol. II. of the H.B., and show that he 
had obtained them from Sir Alexander Bannerman 
of Crimmonmogate, the late Colonel Fraser of Castle 
Fraser and the late George Baird of Strichen. An 
examination of the blood of the animals recorded 
show some of the greatest names in the breed, trac- 
ing to Portlethen, Montbletton, Southesk, Easter 
Skene, Tillyfour, and Ardestie, with such notables as 


. Nightingale 262, and Charlotte 203, both of Tilly- 


four; Cupbearer, and Lemon 854, granddaughter of 
Lively, by the redoubtable Earl o’Buchan, the great 
Buchan humlie of romantic history in Fullerton’s 
herd; this Lively family, as students of Polled an- 
cestry need hardly be told, being the family of Lux- 
ury, the Smithfield champion with the highest dres- 
sing record-—of 76.75 per cent—that has not yet been 
exceeded. The Buchan blood in Nightingale and 
Charlotte, too, was of no small proportion, Cupbearer 
likely also being indebted to the same, through his 
dam, tracing to the Panmure blood used at both Ar- 
destie and Mains of Kelly. 

But preceeding even Alexander Ferguson in Skilly- 
marno, was there not John Milne, whose name we 
find in Dr. Ramsay’s History of the H. and A. S., as 
an exhibitor at the Buchan show of 1830, winning 
second prize for bulls to the noted Ferguson Simp- 
son, Mains of Pitfour? 

We gain new points of view by examining such 
backgrounds as these; they help us to gain some con- 
ception of the elements that enter into the problems 
of the breeders of each succeeding generation. And 
what an extraordinary change has come over the 
country! Nothing could better illustrate that than 
the use of the automobile. We have quoted Mr. F. 
H. Higgins’ article on Skillymarno; and again in 
the Aberdeen-Angus Journal I find an article in 
which we learn that the American writer started from 
Aberdeen on a Saturday morning with Peter and 
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Alexander Ross of Kellburn, Laurencekirk ;

The 
route rolled over by the party through northern Perth. 
shire was up by the Spittal of Glenshee, by the old 
Kirkmichael market stance there, and Brouchderg, of 
course, the ancient seat in the sixteenth century of 
the ancestors of the McCombies, who settled there on 
virgin territory being thence in possession “ab an- 
tiquo.’”” It was the same route over which Her 
Majesty the late Queen Victoria took from Balmoral 
in one of her summer, all day outings; one in which 
she stopped at the Spittal Inn and had some quaint 
experiences, and then crossed over to Caenlochan then 
“in Airlie’s country’’ as she described it, but which 
was anciently the grazing ground of William’s an- 
cestor, John McCombie of Forter, who had in his 
forest of Caenlochan there ‘in one glen’ 120 cattle, 
“besides other stock.’’

var of that day! Little thought, or knew the Ross 
party, such is the fate of the untold story in what 
country they were, else it would have been mentioned 
as religiously as the American writer has done every 
“black farm’? he passed. Little did Her Majesty 
wot either, that she was actually in MeCombie coun- 
try; whose representative she was about to visit at 
Tillyfour, the Aberdeenshire home of William. And 
little could Donald McComie have dreamed—he would 
have laughed to scorn the word of any witch of 
Endor had any been at his “lug” to whisper such 
a tale in his ear: that one of his descendants would 
two hundred years later, be so honored by his sove- 
reign, the descendant of the Stuart King, for whom 
his father first fought. But such is the story— 
and such is the romance, that a view of the happen- 
ings in the background brings vividly forward in to 
the forelight.
